New York, Jan. 25.—The 
stock 


exchange brokers who ha\e been re- 
quested by the rules committee of 
the house investigating the alleged 
"leak" on the president's peace note, 
to produce records of the 
transac- 


tions of their customers are prompt- 
ly responding, it was announced to- 
day by Sherman L. Whipple, counsel 
for the committee. 


Mr. Whipple and Chairman Henry 


did not go to Wiashington with the 
rest of the committee yesterday and 
today were busy with the committees 
expert accountants in preparing for 
the resumption of the inquiry here 
Monday or Tuesday. 
Mr. Whipple 


said he expected that it would now 
be possible to complete the inquiry 
in New York next week. 


Whipple took occasion to deny to- 


day published reports that there had 
been friction between himself 
and 


Representative Chiperfield at the ex- 
ecutive session of the committee yes- 
terday. 
Whipple, according to this 


report, had demanded of Chipperfield1 
an apology for his statement yester- 
day that the attorney had impugned 
the sincerity of President Noble of 
the stock 
exchange. 
Whipple, 
it 


was asserted had threatened to re- 
sign if the apology "was not 
forth- 


coming. He said there was not truth 
in these statements. 


In Wall street it 
was admitted 


that some brokers might refuse to 
comply with the committee's request, 
despite its modification. 
The reso- 


lution of the board of governors re- 
ceived by the stock exchange calls for 
the submission _of transactions be- 
tween- December"!0 and 25, with the 
names of clients, but to safeguard 
their customers brokers are 
asked 


to place the- names in separate en- 
velopes and to mark them with sym- 
bols by which they may be identi- 
fied'with the records of dealings in 
case the examination of the records 
arouses suspicion. 


Rumors that certain brokers might 


refuse to comply with the demands 
of the committees received no confir- 
mation from speeches 
made 
last 


night at a dinner of the association 
of partners of stock exchange firms. 
Otto H. Kahn, addressing the 1,000 
prominent business men at this gath- 
ering said: 


"This is an

Business 
and business men must come out of 
their old time seclusion; they must 
vindicate their usefulness: they must 
prove their title; they must claim and 
defend their right an dstand up for 
their convictions.

By the drastic step of dissolution 


Premier Terauchi dramatically end- 
ed the existence of the house of rep- 
resentatives before even an oppor- 
tunity was givn for a vote of lack 
of confidence for the ministry. 


Following the excitement caused 


by the attempt to assassinate 
the 


eader of the constitutional 
party, 


Yukio Ozaki, who had a narrow es- 


:ape, 
the lower house was packed 


with spectators and the session was 
a tumultuous one. Takeshi 
Inuki, 


eader of the Kokuminto (National 
party) led the attack on the minis- 
,ry, accuhing it of being unconstitu- 
tional. 
Confronted with 
the cer- 


ainty of an adverse vote, 
Premier 


Terauchi said the situation involved 
.he prosperity of the empire and de- 
clared that while he maintained the 
confidence of Emperor Yoshihito he 
could not accept the verdict of the 
louse.

Mr. Ozaki mounted the rostrum 


o continue his attacks on the 'gov- 
srnment when an imperial messager 
suddenly appeared with the rescript 
of dissolution.

surely "git" them. The propaganda 
desires "to make the public under- 
stand the necessity of fretfuent ex- 
aminations, the value of supervision 
rather than mere treatment"; and 
•"if the people at large could be in- 
terested in the matter 
sufficiently 


to make them act at all they would

complete and arrive with one leap 
at state medicine." There you have 
it. 
You are going to be doctored 


whether you will or no.- 


Now, 
if we are familiar with the 


socialist argument that as all the 
people in a state maintain all 
the 


doctors in the state in order to cure 
them when they are sick, they might 
as well pay those doctors through 
the state to prevent 
people 
from 


sickness, and indeed give them a 
bonus on a reduced death rate. That 
is excellent in theory, but some med- 
ical men we know, having regard to 
the acknowledgedly inexact state of 
their science, are candid enough to 
say, 
"Heaven forbid that we doctors 


be given compulsory 
powers over 


private 
citizens." It may ,be 
true, 


just as the more crime there is the 
more prosperous are the police, that 
the more sickness there is the more 
healthy it is for the doctor's bank- 
roll; but there is at present not suf- 
ficient evidence that the medical men 
know enough about disease and the 
ways of curing it \o justify their en- 
dowment with compulsory powers. 
Bernard Shaw, for instance, who is 
for state compulsion in all sorts of 
things, tried in his "Doctor's Dilem- 
ma'' to make out that even with the 
great advances in medical knowledge 
practitioners are yet but a sorry set 
of bunglers, forgetting that if he 
is logical in his state socialism, hi 
must nevertheless compulsorily hand 
himself and the bodies of his fellow- 
citizens over to the empirical care of 
hese same "bunglers."

Frequently it is diflleult to iind tIn- 


exact Initial one desires. There are 
types of initials that are particularly 
suitable for certain types, of people. 
For this reason one should use .1mls- 
ment In selecting the letters for hand- 
kerchiefs. 


Failing to locate a suitable initial 


among one's collection of needlework 
designs, the next best thing is to look 
over the front pages of one's books. 
On one or more of these one is sure to 
find an initial of the 'right size and 
style. Once found it is finite an easy 
matter to transfer the letter with car- 
bon paper to the corner of the hand- 
kerchief. 


Pad the letter carefully and then em- 


broider over it in solid stitches, placing 
the stitches close together, so that the 
result will be pleasing. White or col- 
ored cotton or silk can be used to 
work the letter. 


Beauty can be added to the initial or 


initials embroidered on the handker- 
chief by surrounding the letters with 
a delicate flonal wreath. A plain cir- 
cle of eyelets is also effective. 


FOR SPRING HOUSECLEANINQ. 


How to Polish Furniture So That It 


Looks Like New. 


Polished "furniture should require no 


other treatment than washing -mill 
warm water, to which a very little 
methylated spirit has been added, fol- 
lowed by a vigorous rubbing with very 
soft cloths. For furniture which has 
been stained and polished and has be- 
come scratched it is best to get a good 
oil and color man or a furniture dealer 
to put up a French polish mixture, 
which can be used very sparingly. Pol- 
ishing with a thin beeswax and tur- 
pentine polish answers satisfactorily 
if there are no scratches. 


For the cheaper kinds of furniture a 


mixture of methylated spirit with a 
small quantity of orange shellac can 
be used. This will leniove scratches 
and brighten the furniture, but must 
be used 'sparingly. If the furniture 
needs brightening only a beeswax pol- 
ish can be used or a mixture of lin- 
seed oil, turpentine and vinegar in 
equal parts. 


FOR SOIL GRUBBERS. 


How to Make Your Worn Out Garden 


Soil More Fertile. 


In many cases rotted stable manure 


and humus will prove all that the gar- 
dener need add to make his garden fer- 
tile, but iu some cases, especially where 
the ground is being worked annually, 
it will be -well to add :i commercial 
fertilizer. The best results are usually 
gained by the rotation of crops—that is, 
by never planting the same piece of 
ground with the same crop two years 
in succession. 


The government agricultural bureau 


issues charts and pamphlets showing 
the proper rotation of crops which will 
prove invaluable to the gardener. They 
can be obtained, along with much other 
valuable information, for the asking.

Licking County Pish and Game Pro- 
tective association, held last night 
in the Chamber of Commerce rooms, 
nearly 70 members were 
present. 


Practically all of these men renewed 
their membership last 
night 
and 


•were given neat buttons numbered 
serially showing their membership 
in tho association. 


President Ed Vanatta made his 


annual report 
which 
showed more 


work done in the past year than ev- 
er before in the history of the asso- 
ciation. He said the association had 
been instrumental in securing more 
than 200.000 small fry to restock 
the county streams and lakes and 
that 
200 
pheasants 
had 
been 


"planted" in the 
county. He re- 


ferred to -conditions at Buckeye Lake 
and the efforts of the association to 
place that beauty spot back on the 
map as a fishing 
resort. 
He has 


been assured of the co-operation of 
the park management, state officials 
and others interested.
